CHARGE OF INEFEFICIENCY AND 


INA Y, 

The annual’ mee of the members and 
friends of the Dublin Society for the Pte- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals was held yester- 
day in the Molesworth Hall, Dublin, for the 
purpose of receiving the report of the Com- 
mitage for the past year and to ro-elect Com- 
mittee and officers for the ensuing year. 

Major Arthur * presided, 

The report stated that owing to the war and 
Me ES magma of ioe thea subseribers the 
unús o Society ' suifered further 
dimimystion, Subscriptions amounted to £268 
158. 6d., as agdinet £308 17s, in the previous 


year; the collectiona amounted to £15 lis., as! 


against £17 las. The number of dogs received 
into the Dogs’ Home was 1,452; 41 returned to 
owners; 151 sold, which realised £34 14s. 6d, 
There had been a considerable diminution in 
the uumber of boarder cats in the Home, and 
the ex p of keeping them was greatly in- 
creased. The Home was taken possession of 
last year by the insurgents during the 
rebellion, the animals being liberated, but no 
material damage was done to the structure; 
but the caretaker and hie wife suffered con- 
siderable inconvenience. The Committee bad 
the pleasure of awarding their parchment 
certificate to Mr. Wm. J, O'Hara, T.C., for 
having bravely fed military horses during the 
rebellion; and to Mr. James Kearney, the care- 
taker of Stephen's Green Park, for having fed 
the water fowl, undér fire, on the same 
occasion, Special visite were paid by the 
Society’s in$pectors to the Curragh Camp, in 
the cases of overladen horses, with good resulta, 
and regular inspection of markets took place. 
The number of cruelty cases reported by in- 


spectors of the Soeiety during the year 1916 | 


was 652, as against 781 in 1915. The bequests 
in 1916 were from Miss Annie Kelly, £100, and 
Mrs, Elizabeth Hughes, £39 15s. 10d. 


Mr. Freeman , Deane, Hon. Secretary,

Every shilling 
aubsecribed to the Bociety had been spent in the 
eause of benefiting animals. He thought it was 
a very ugheppy and unhandsome thing to send 
a secret circular containing these remarks to 
certain people. 

The Chairman seconded the motion for the 
adoption of the i 

Captain Shewell said it waa matter for regret 
that certain weighbouring branches of the 
Society had been neglected, and that they had 
received no help or encouragement from this 
Society. Another thing which the Society had 
neglected was the matter of humane slaughier- 
ing of animals for food. A continued adherence 
io an antiquated method ef slaughtering bad 
caused animals much suffering. A compara- 
titely small society in Wicklow had induced 
butchers to adopt the humane killer, Why 
should not an effort be made in Dublin to 
secure thin? He seaserted that overloading of 
horses and the beating of them went on in 
Dublin, and that the guilty persons hed not 
been prosecuted. He had seen pigy cruelly cut 
by way of marking. With regard to the — 
of the special mecting, a Dublin lawyer ha 
told him that the Committee was wrong in re- 
fusing to comply with the requisition addressed 
to them. As to the finances of the Society, he 
did not think they were satisfactory, seeing that 
there wee an overdraft of £100 at the bank. 
Seven hundred and sixty-two pounds a year was 
paid in salaries and wages alons, and that 
seemed to be a very large amount when com- 
pared to the work done and the amount of 
crvelty that was unchecked.

The Times publishes to-day some more 
American opinions on the Irish question, and 
in a leading article points out that, on the 
whoie, Americans look to some form of Federa-, 
fion, in - far as they offer &ny practical ad-

Times, we have complete sympathy with this 
view, and we also agree with what follows from 
it-namely, that there is nó real prospect of 
peace for Treland in a hard-fought bargain over 
individual counties. The elaborate controversies 
in the English Liberal Press ahowt a scheme of 
“option” for Tyrone and Fermanagh have 
always seemed to us quite certain to erystallise 
end perpetuate the present antagonism between 
North and South. Would either side be satis- 
fed with the result of such a ballot, whichever 
way it went? Surely, what is needed now, 
m the light of a year’s discussion, is an in- 
fnitely broader view of the requirements of the 
Irish situation. The obstacles to settlement are 
far more complex than the divisions of a mixed 
border population, and they are only to be 
evercome by a far greater effort of statesman- 
ship than the mere construction of a telerable 
boundary.

Three 
hundred and fiftv explosive shells were fired at 
the harbour works, which were illuminated by 
star shells, The retura fire from the enemy 
const batteries had no effect. After the bom- 
bardment the roads'ead was searched for enemy 
guarding forces, and as a resalt a short engage- 
ment took place with two torpedo boats, ap- 
yarontiy French, of which one was sunk by a 
full hit.

A Reuter's New York telegram, dated Thurs- 
day, says :— 

Since his return from Germany Mr. Gerard, 
late United States Ambassador in Berlin, has 
delivered a number of remarkable addresses re- 
vealing the malevolent character of the Prussian 
autocracy. Speaking last night at the annual 
newspaper publishers’ dinner, he appealed to 
the country to stand by President Wilson, and 
urged Congress to pass a bill for universal mili- 
tary service. He declared that he knew if 
‘Germany had won either a draw or a victory 
in the war she would have attacked the Unitea 
States whether the latter had entered the war 
or not. Let no man, rich or poor, he de- 
clared, believe that this is not his war, The 
lives and safety of himself and his family, the 
preservation of his property, and his right to 
enjoy the fruits of his labour or industry, de- 
pend upon its successful outcome. There is 
no outrage that would not be perpetrated upon 
us if we lost. “No citizen or section would be 
immune. To adopt at the outset universal 
and obligatory military service would be to 
deal the moral of our enemies a staggering 
blow, and demonstrate that we are in this war 
to win. And do not forget that to deal this 
blow immediately may save countless American 
lives. On the other hand, to hesitate to 
discuss or reject universal service and adopt the 
voluntary system is to give great comfort to 
the enemy by convincing him that we are not 
in earnest. The German military caste hate 
the very name of America.

with National Bervice. Since that date con- 
tinued and imereasingly urgent pressure for 
men for the Forces and for essential National 
Service has rendered further developments 
necessary, and it is now proposed that the 
organisations of some of the trades and in- 
dustriet of the country should be reviewed 
with the object both of increasing the yield 
of available men and of eeonomising labour 
resources. Accordingly it is now desired that 
where committees have already been appointed 
their powers aud duties should be considerably 
gne sis and that where they have not come 
into existence they should be eet up without 
delay. In every borough and urban district 
it is proposed to set up a National Service 
Committee for this purpose, and it is suggested 
that if a National Service Reeruiting Com- 
mittee ia already in exmtence in your district 
it should be utilised as far ae possible, and 
should either be, or form the nucleus of, ‘the 
new committee, with euch adaptations and 
additions aa may be found necessary. The 
new proposals are supplementary to, and not 
in place, of, the original echeme of National 
Service “yolunteers, who will continue to be 
enrélied as before. Upon National Service 
Committees, therefore, will still fall the duty 
of obtaining further additions to the lint of 
ordinary@National Service volunteers. It ia in- 
tended, however, that the efforts of these com. 
mittees shall be specially directed to promoting 
arrangements for enrolling and allocating aub- 
stitution volunteers, to emecouraging co-opera- 
tion of local trades so a& to economise labour 
employed in those trades, and to organising 
pe sin for the utilisation of part-time labour.

At a meeting of the East Belfast Unionist 
Association last night, Colonel Sharman Craw- 
ford, M.P., said that the Home Rule Act had 
been placed upon the Statute Book by an act 
of fraud, and there was not one of its clauses, 
financial or other, which would now stand the 
light of day.

The only alternative that, in the in- 
terest of peace, we are prepared to accept is 
that arrived at in 1916, and we pledge ourselves 
to agree to no settlement of this question which 
will not provide for the absolute and per- 
manent exclusion ef the six Ulster counties from 
the domination of a Dublin Parliament. That 
we have noted with gatiefaction tho statements 
of the Premier and the ex-Premier, that Ulster 
shall not be coerced in this matter. That we 
eran oe complete eoniidence in our great 
eadcr.

Sin. -~—At last the Irish Director of National 


Service has issued a form for signature by those 


desirous of uodertaking work of national im- 
portance “ in Ireland.” dn it velunteers are 
asked to state what they have done and what 
thay are willing to do. Not even a hint appears 
as to what they may be wanted to do or when 
they may be wruted to do it! Nor is there 
any indication as to whether the sefvices re 
quired will be honorary oF paid. There is no 
suggestion as to whether whole-time or part- 
time service is required. 

A Cabinet Committee has just reported that 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain's scheme failed be- 
eause of absence of detail and definitenese in 
his form of invitation. Compared with the 
latest freak in Irish departmental plblications 
Mr. Chamberlain's form of invitation was a 
compendium of detailed information Yet, 
after many weeks of thoughtful inactivity, the 
new Irish departrnent—with the Cabinet Com- 
mittes’s decision before it-—apparently cannot 
invent anything better than a skeleton the 
merest “ face-saving ” contrivance. Apparently 
the Irish Director has not even made up bis 
mind whether he wants offers of service from 
both sexes or ftom men only. In the same 
paragraph he makes a general appeal to “ men 
and women,” and asks men only to volunteer 
for work “if théy are wanted, and when they 
are wanted.” 

Poster and newspaper advertisements have 
been lavishly employed, public meetings or- 
ganised, and over a thousand local eommiattees 
formed to attract volunteers in England. But 
so great is the modest and official reticence of 
our newest “department” that not even a 
communiqué has been issued to inform ir ishmen 
that they may offer their services to the nation.
